I.        Introduction  to  the  Citizenship  Variable 

The  Citizenship  question  asks  respondents  to  indicate  their  country  of  citizenship.   The 
Citizenship  question  consists  of  two  mark-in  circles,  which  indicate  whether  the 
respondent  is  a  "Canadian  citizen  by  birth"  or  a  "Canadian  citizen  by  naturalization",  and 
one  write-in  space  to  indicate  another  country  of  citizenship.   Respondents  may  indicate 
that  they  have  multiple  citizenships. 

Note:     The  check-box  responses  will  appear  in  an  abbreviated  format  on  the  coding 
screens. 

The  1996  Citizenship  question  and  the  instructions  provided  in  the  "Guide  and  reasons 
why  the  questions  are  asked"  are  illustrated  below.

Question  14  tells  us  the  citizenship  status  of  Canada's  population,  which  helps  in  electoral 
planning.   When  combined  with  age  data,  this  information  can  tell  us  the  number  of  potential 
voters.   This  question  also  provides  information  used  to  administer  pension  exchange  programs 
between  Canada  and  other  countries. 

Question  14  -  Citizenship 

Mark  Canada,  by  birth,  for  persons: 

•  born  in  Canada  (see  exception  below); 

•  born  outside  Canada,  if  at  the  time  of  their  birth,  one  or  both  parents  were  Canadian  citizens 
and  if  this  person  has  retained  Canadian  citizenship. 

Exception: 

Some  persons  who  are  born  in  Canada  should  NOT  MARK  Canada,  by  birth,  if  at  the  time  of 
their  birth: 

•  one  or  both  parents  were  government  representatives  of  another  country  (diplomatic 
service),  and 

•  neither  parent  was  a  Canadian  citizen  or  a  landed  immigrant. 

Mark  Canada,  by  naturalization  for  persons  who  have  become  Canadian  citizens.   These  persons 
have  been  issued  a  Canadian  citizenship  certificate.   This  includes  persons  born  in  the 
United  Kingdom  or  in  other  Commonwealth  countries  who  have  immigrated  to  Canada  and 
have  become  Canadian  citizens. 

For  persons  who  were  born  outside  Canada  and  have  not  become  Canadian  citizens,  print  under 
Other  country,  the  name  of  the  other  country  or  countries  for  which  they  hold  citizenship. 

For  persons  who  are  dual  citizens  of  Canada  and  another  country,  do  not  write  "dual 
citizenship".    Mark  either  "Canada,  by  birth"  and  print  the  name  of  the  other  country  or  mark 
"Canada,  by  naturalization"  and  print  the  name  of  the  other  country. 
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Approximately  250  codes  will  be  used  to  code  responses  to  the  Citizenship  question. 
There  are  ten  basic  categories  of  responses  which  may  be  encountered  in  manually  coding 
the  Citizenship  variable: 

1 .  single  responses; 

2.  misspelled  responses; 

3.  abbreviated  responses; 

4.  responses  of  "Same"  /  "Meme",  "See  Person  1 "  /  "Voir  Personne  1 ",  or  "Same  as 
Person  1 "  /  "Meme  que  Personne  1 "; 

5.  pseudo-countries  or  responses  of  regions  or  continents; 

6.  responses  of  "Stateless"  /  "Apatrides"; 

7.  multiple  responses; 

8.  responses  of  "Dual  Citizenship"  /  "Double  citoyennete"  or  of  a  province  or  territory; 

9.  special  responses; 

1 0.    other  categories  of  responses. 

Coding  of  Citizenship  responses  is  done  with  the  help  of  the  Citizenship  Code  List 
(Appendix  B),  Reference  Code  Book,  and  the  responses  provided  for  other  1 996  Census 
cultural  questions  (Appendix  A).   Instructions  for  resolving  the  ten  basic  categories  of 
responses  are  described  on  pages  5  to  41 .   However,  in  some  cases,  Automated  Coding 
by  Text  Recognition  (ACTR),  an  automated  computer  system  which  uses  a  list  of  standard 
phrases  to  help  you  resolve  the  responses,  may  return  a  phrase.   In  these  cases,  the 
procedures  to  follow  are  described  on  the  next  page.

X.       Special  Responses 

A  special  response  is  a  response  that  does  not  refer  to  a  specific  country  of  citizenship,  but 
rather,  refers  to  a  collective  nationality,  citizenship  or  dependency  (e.g.  the  response 
"British"  could  refer  to  the  British  Dependent  Territories  or  to  the  United  Kingdom).
